A New Life Preserver. 

A new. life ‘preserver, whida hus 
been successfully tried may be intro. 
duced into the German navy. The 
ap tus, which weighs 6 1-2 pounds 
co. ts.of two swimming cushions 
bound together by stays. THe cush- 
ions lie upon the breast and back. 
The apparatus is provided with a 
‘small lamp, fed by a battery. The 
lamp can, be: fastened around | the 
head with a band worn on the fore- 
head, so that in an accident at night 
the position of the person in the 
water can be seen at a consideravie 
distance. The smali electrical lamp 
burns three or four hours aud with 
a reflector added throws the light 
several hundred yards at night. In 
several recent tests of life saving at 
night the victims have been eaaily 
discovered. The life-preserver can 
be buckled around the body in five 
seconds. The lamp bégins to shine 
as soon as the buckle is fastened 
In case of catastrophe to warshiys 
the worth of the. life preserver can- 
not be over-estimated, though in cace 
}of war its use would not be advisabk:.

Then, when he has done this several 
times, place a shoe on the floor and 
teach him to fetch this in a similar 
manner. Now place both objects on 
the ground and teach him to fetch 
either one, as asked for—rewarding 
him when he brings you the night one, 
and rebuking him when he fetches 
the wrong one, which you take from 
him and replace. He will soon learn 
to distinguish the right article, when 
a third may be substituted, and so on. 
You should then go into the next 
room, ta’ing the dog with- you; and 
send him io fétch any article you may 
mention. After a little while, he wiil 
bring you the right one every time. 

Next, try to teach him difference {n 
color. Place a red object on the floor 
and a blue one beside it. Teach him 
to fetch the article called for as you 
did’ before, being careful to reward 
him every time he brings you the 
object. Then put down a green ob- 
ject, a purple, a yellow one, and so 
on; until finally a considerable array 
of colors may be placed for selection. 

Next, he should be taught the art- 
icles of furniture—table, chair, etc. 
‘He must go to each as you call out 
{ts nathe. Finally, combine some of 
the previous commands: “Put the 
glove on the chair;* “Get the hand- 
kerchief and put it on the table,” etc. 
should be said very slow- 
ly, and only half the command repeat- 
ed at once, but the halves of the sen- 
tence may be gradually blended to- 
gether, ufitilyou can Say it as you 
would to’any individual; and the dog 
will obey your command. 

To a/certain extent, also, dogs may 
be taught the letters of the alphabet, 
the number of spots on each card, 
large dominoes, etc. ‘the method of 
training them is simply one of con- 
stant repetition. Cards bearing the 
letter or number are placed in front | 
of the dog, and the letter or number 
is called out aloud, and at the same 
time the dog is shown which one it 
is. After many trials he will select 
this one and disregard the other,

It must be admitted, however, that 
most feats of this character, as per- 
formed in public, are the, result of 
some trick, rather than any marvel- 
leous or elaborate training on the 
rart.of the dog, which would be .e- 
essary if these appa ently wonderfui 
feats are vised cn t very few cues, 
given to the dog at the appropriate 
time, to which he has been taught to 
respond in a similar manner. A few 
examples will make this clear. 

Many of these feats are performed 
by theans of a cue word, in just the 
same kind of way as “mind-readers” 
ascertain and puzzle their audiences. 
As soon as this word is given, it may 
be in the course of a sentence, the 
dog knows that he is to perform a 
certain action. It is not necessary for 
him to understand the whole of the 
sentence; only one word in it. As 
soon as that word is caught the ac- 
tion is performed. Each action cor- 
responds to a certain cue word. 

Again, there is a method of train- 
ing by use of the eyes, and when his 
master glances in any direction—at a 
card, for example—the dog can follow 
his glance, and pick out the card in 
turn. Or the dog may be told to bark 
a certain number, in which case the 
dog watches his master’s face closely, 
and simply barks until the eyes, or 
some movement tells him to step. He 
does not have tn know that be baria 
nine times. All he has to know is 
that he must go on barkine until he 
is told to stop by his master’s signal: 
and the trainer is the one who does 
all the counting.
